Thousands Assemble at Kingston to 
Attend tho Last 
Ceremonies. 



The Ottawa Citieen SpeakB Plainly 
Regarding tho Political 
Situation. 



His Excellency is Expected to take 
Action in the Matter 
To-day 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Ont., June II. —Thousands 
viewed tho remains of Sir John A. Mscdon- 
doalJ (luring last night. At six o'clock this 
morning, tho crowd begun to increase, and 
up to noon the streets, for blocks on each 
side of tho entrance to the city hall, were u 
mass of struggling people. The heat was 
intense, and not a few women had to be re- 
moved. The human stream passing into the 
hall was remarkable. Old, young, rich and 
poor, crowded eocli other to get a glimpse 
af the dead chieftain. Tho throng grew to 
such imnicnso proportions, thousands hav- 
ing arrived on the incoming trains nnd 
boats, that it was impossible for the public 
to get within the hull, and tho Btreets were 
blocked with tho multitude. Over ISO 
deputations from political association?, 
coun'y councils, city and town corporations 
are here, and asked for positions. •Cavalry, 
eight abreast, led the procession, fol- 
lowed by the amalgamated bands of "A" 
Battery and the 14th Princess of Wales 
Rifles, society men in regalia, tho Orange 
and Green blending hu'monious'y upon this 
solemn occasion. The funeral pioceseion 
commenced to move at three o'clock. It 
was a sad and solemn pageant, the like of 
which was never seen in Canada 
before. Funeral trains during to-day car- 
ried thousands of people. The llacdonald 
plot is prominently situated, ftlid can 
almost lie located from passing trains on the 
Grand Trunk Railway. At tho grave, 
Venerable Archdeacon Bedford Jones read 
Hie committal, and amidst tens of thou- 
sands tho grave closed over the mortal 
remains of Canada's greatest son.

It would counsel SrmneSS, conciliation, con- 
solidation, and, when the time comes — as 
crime it must, within a few days— let there 
lie no disagreement, no Bolfish graspingafter 
individual aims, but one potent, patriotic 
motive for doing that which is best for col- 
lective, not personal, interests. 

A leading politician, speaking to night, 
said : Sir Charles Tltpper is the only man 
to pull the Conservative party through the 
crisis. While Sir John Thompson is an able 
man, yet, if he became premier, the fact of 
his remaining a Catholic, and his Qret lieut- 
enant from Quebec being necessarily also u 
Gatholic, meant ruin for the party. It is 
expected tho Governor-General will take ac- 
tion to-morrow. 

VANCOUVER HAPPENINGS. 

Yesterday Observed as One of Mournliic for 
Canada's Demi Picmler— Batldlug Opera- 
tions—The Coming Celt bra tlon. 

(Special to t he Colonist ) 

VANCOUVER, June 11, — Vancouver to-day 
joined in the public mourning of the Do- 
minion, and, as a token of respect to the 
memory of Canada's greatest statesman, all 
the stores, banks, places of business, and 
municipal ollices, were closed. The bell on 
the tire hall, and one or two of those on the 
churches, pealed forth the sad news that 
tho Premier's last earthly remains were 
being borne to the grave. The custom 
homo was closed, and tho Canadian Hag, 
draped, hung above the door. 

A draft of the plan for the now building, 
for the Bank of Montreal, has been received 
here, for the local manager's suggestions. 
It shows u stone and brick structure, SO by 
05 feet, to bo erected on the hank's prop- 
erty, coiner of Dunsmuir and Granville 
streets. Construction will he commenced 
us soon us possible. 

The firemen's teams, and other proposed 
competitors, in the sports, to bo held on 
Dominion Day, are actively engaged pre- 
paring for that event. 

At lust evening's meeting of the St, An- 
drew's nnd Caledonian Society, the; new 
building was discussed, and arrangements 
aro nearly completed for the construction of 
a fine block. 



THE CLOSED SEASON. 

Tlie United .States Government Preparing to 
carry Out a Plan for Its Enforce- 
ment This Year. 

WASHINGTON, Juno 10.— Tho Govern- 
ment is actively engaged in preparing to 
curry nut a plan for a close season in liehr- 
ing Sea, thin year. It is understood that 
the force of revenue cutters now in thoae 
waters is to be supplemented by one or more 
naval vessels at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Tho necessary orders had not been 
sent out from tho Navy Department up to 
tho close of business to-day, and detail offi- 
cers will not discuss tho future movements 
of tho department, but there is reason lo 
believe that orders will not long be delayed. 
There are four vessels at Mare Island 
ready for sen. Tho British men-of-war 
available for service in Alaskan waters are 
few in number. Tho larjjor part of tho 



Pacific squadron was sent to Chili some 
months ago and has not yet returned. 
The British Government, it is known, 
wishes tho agreement for n closo sea- 
sou to bo strictly observed. A proposition 
was made by Minister Pnuncefote that au- 
thority bo given the British Government to 
station an agent on tho seal islands to make 
sure that the North American Com- 
mercial Company Joes not kill more than 
7,. r )()() seals, us lixed in the agreement, but 
on this ground the request was promptly 
denied by the President, who felt that it 
was a reflection upon the good faith of this 
government that could not be permitted. 
P'or another reason, however, ha saw fit to 
allow a British agent to visit the seal is- 
lands, and thatwas in orderthathemightsee 
for himself and report to his Government 
for Its guidance in arbitration the actual 
state of the seal fisheries. 

Meanwhile the poachers are believed to 
be taking a large number of skins and kill- 
ing the mot her seals while they are at Eca 
in search of food for their young. 



NEWS FROM HAWAII. 



Further Particulars of the Great Fire 
-The Water Famine Not 
So Serious. 



Bold Plot to Abduct the Queen, to 
Further the Ends of the 
Insurrectionists- 



SAN FRANCISCO, June 11.— The steamer 
Mariposa arrived in port at noon, to-day, 
from Australia and Honolulu. The Australia, 
which arrived fiom Honolulu on Tuesday, 
brought news of a large fire in that little 
town, nnd also that a water famine wr.a 
ruging. When the Mariposa left Honolulu, 
the fire in the Government Building was 
still raging, and all that tho p.-ople could 
do was to stand by and sec that tho ad- 
jacent building) were saved. The water 
was scarce, but, even if it were plentiful, 
no good could to accomplished by its use, 
«s tho building Lurnod to tho ground 
like tinder. Tho flames ami smoko, 
which urose to a great height, and 
which could be quite distinctly seen 
from the Mariposa far out to sea, came 
from the oil, naptha and gasoline, with 
which tho ground was soaked. The Bul- 
letin says: — 

"There is no mystery us to the origin of 
the fire. For eight days the agents of the 
Standard Oil Co. hud James Not t, jr., a 
plumber, employed saving the contents of 
baking tins. lie had two native and two 
Portuguese assistants. The work would 
have been finished to-night. A Portuguese 
'ad about 14 years of ug;;, was wining off 
the tins with cotton waste. Tho lad 
undertook to lilt the coyer off the soldering 
furiirice, with a bandful'oif wasti latara- 
ted with oil, when the stuff look fire and 
was burning his hiftid. He tried 
to throw the waste outside, according 
to his own account, bat a clot of the burn- 
ing material fell on the floor behind him. 
The floor was drenched with oil from the 
leaking tins, and instantly all hands were 
Burrounded by sheets of flame." It is said 
that, of those who hod stuff stored in the 
warehouse, only Dillingham & Co. were 
insu red. 

While the Mariposa was in port, there 
was some talk of a revolution by the ad- 
herents of the Hush and Wilcox party. 
Wilcox, it will he remembered, led a revolu- 
tion against the late Kalakaua's cabinet, and 
got out of sight when the danger com- 
menced. Tbe insurrection was squelched in 
Bhort order, and Wilcox was jailed. The 
scbel did not sufl'dr, however, being 
coon released, nnd he was afterwards 
rleetcd lo Parliament. His restless 
spirit, however, seems to have become 
again unsettled. His cry at that time was 
"Hawaii for the Hawuitans," as it is now. 
He bus declared that there must bo a 
modification of the constitution against the 
whites and in favor of the natives. The 
Queen is at present visiting one of the 
other islands, and Wilcox has chartered a 
steamer to visit her, and compel her to sign 
a constitution which he nnd 
his parly have drawn up. He 
proposed in tbe event of the Queen 
Lilioukalaoi refusing to comply with his 
demands, to seize the person of the Queen 
and hold her until the insurrection, so as to 
carry their point. It is a hold scheme, 
and tbe results will be probably very seri- 
ous if the abduction be attempted. 

The water famine is said not to be as bail 
as was reported by the Australia. While 
there is groat scarcity of the precious liquid, 
it is stated there is plenty to satisfy the 
needs of thopcop'e, if used economically. 

Grippe was still prevalent when the 
Mariposa sailed, although there was some 
decrease in the death list.

London, Juno II. — News lo.clied the 
city at u late hour this evening that a dis- 
agreeable scene occurred at the Ascot races, 
to-day, an unfavorable demonstration to the 
Prince of Wules being made. An attempt 
bus been made to hush the matter up, and 
the newspapers have been solicited fiom in- 
fluential quarters to make no mention of the 
facts, or to at least minimize theimportunce 
of the affair. It seeim that, us the Prince 
was driving up with a party of his noble 
friends, the crowd in the vicinity, composed 
mostly of well dressed people, but with a 
sprinkling of a rougher element, hooted and 
jeered Hib Iioyal Highness, making sarcas- 
tic allusions to the baccarat scandal. 
Somo cried out: "Have you brought 
your count rs with you ?" Others indulged 
in more offensive thrusts. Tho aristocratic 
group around tho Prince, though apparently 
too astonished and startled to be in full pos- 
session of their wits, managed to make a 
counter demonstration of rather a weak 
sort in support of the Prince, wdio was him- 
self pile with anger, anil who eaBt furious 
glances at his insulters. This is believed to 
be the first time a disrespectful demonstra- 
tion has ever been made against tbe Prince 
of Wales by any crowd bearing any claim 
to respectability, and the incident i3 even 
mora significant than the lecturing thut he 
has been getting during the past few days 
from the religious and secular newspapers.

London, June 11.— Sir Chas. Dilke has 
agreed to contest the Forest of Dean at the 
next general election. 

Earllifiuiikea In Italy- 

ROME, June 11. — Northern Italy was vis- 
ited, to-day, by more earthquake disturb- 
ances. At Verona, Trngana and Bodil Ca- 
valent, the earth shook tepeatedly through- 
out the day, and many houses were dam- 
aged, und the inhabitants panic-stricken. 

The German Grain Unties. 

Berlin, June 1 1. — Herr Biokert, in the 
Lower House of the Diet, to-day, made a 
motion that tho Government should submit 
to the House the material on which Chan: 
ellor Von CuprivL based his recent speech 
on the grain duties. This motion was 
opposed by the Chancellor, who declared 

that inquiries hud been in progress [since 
April lust. They had been, how- 
over, confined to officinl quarters, 
in order to avoid creating excitement. The 
Government wus convinced there was no 
distress existing from the present grain 
duties, but because of the agtti'ion which 
now prevailed on the subject, the 
Government had since consulted a number 
of private parties. Naturally, tho Chan- 
cellor said, those reports could not be sub 
milted to the House, nor was be in a posi- 
tion to reveal tbe names of tho persons, 
who had been conferred with, Herr 
Kickert replied in a sens, tionul speech, in 
which he said it would be necessary to elect 
a man who alone was ab'e to direct the 
Government. Continuing, he said : "The 
Hamburger Nachrichten will send soon a 
trumpet blast throughout the land." Herr 
Rickert's bold refereuca to Prince Bismarck, 
and the necessity for his return to power, 
caused more excitement than has any other 
event of the present session of the Diet. 

Convention with Porlusnl. 

London, Juno 11. — Lord Salisbury laid 
on the table of the House of Lords to day 
the convention with Portugal, regarding 
South Africa. He said tbe convention had 
been dictated by sense and equity, and a 
desire to uphold international law and to 
continue the relations of amity with Por- 
tugal. 

Damages for n Damaged Reputation.

The police 
charged the mob with drawn swords, and a 
desperate fight took place before the strik- 
ers were subdued. A number of strikers 
were injured, und several arrests were made 
by the police.

A newspaper re- 
porter, who w is present and near the Prince 
of Wales, to- lay, sajs the Prince is in a 
very sulky frimo of mind, caused, it would 
appear, by tho storm of adverse newspaper 
criticism which bus swept, and is still' 
sweeping, over the heir apparent. 

Terrific Hurricane. 

Biida Pksth, June 11.— A terrific hurri- 
cane, causing much d image, pissed over 
Eastern (lalicia. During the storm an 
entire forest was partly uprooted, and 
the towns of .Pohakimin nnd Prink wa suffer- 
ed considerably, Several people wero kil- 
led outright and numbers were injured by 
falling debris.

A German Gambling Hrnadnl, 

Beiu.in, Juno 11. — Twoyeara ago a well- 
known financier nnd factory ewner, Herr 
Brauns, of this city, married, in great stylo, 
at Pesth, the daughter of a wealthy banker, 
of that place, noted for beauty. A month 
ago she suddenly vanished from the man- 
sion df Herr Brauns, iu Otsdamorene, and 
her whereabouts could not be learned by 
her many social intimates, until u day or 
two ago, when it was discovered sho 
was a fugitive from justice, nnd 
had taken refuge in her father's 
house at Pesth. Sho had confessed to 
having forged her husband's name to bills 
of exchange amounting to 100,000 marks. 
This money she had lost in speculation* 
on the Bourse. It also transpired that she 
had gambled away her own dowry of 170,- 
000 murks beforo entering her career of 
crime us a forger. Tho banker offers to 
make good his son-in-law's losses, but Herr 
Brauns insits upon a divorce. The affair 
creates a sensation in fashionable social 
circles.

— Tho truly remnrk- 
able cures of all the ailments flesh i3 heir to, 
effected by Rev. Father Mollinger, at the 
shrine of St. Anthony, on Leroy Hill, Alle- 
ghany, nre attracting attention throughout 
the country. Over 1,000 invalids, from tho 
various parts of the country, havo arrived 
in this city since Monday, und they uro 
c iming by every train. Several of the num- 
ber, whoso ailments wereapparently beyond 
all human power to relieve, have already 
been restored to health or have been 
greatly relieved. To-day Father Mollin- 
ger was obliged to move from the sacristio 
of the little church to the more commo- 
dious school building adjoining. At ono 
time over 2,000 patients were waiting their 
turn lo receive the venerable Father's 
blessings and whatever remedies he should 
apply. Next Saturday is !St. Anthony's 
day and preparations aro in progress for 
the accommodation of the thousands 
who will bo present on the day 
in which the priest's power to heal is said to 
be extraordinarily great; because Anthony 
is the saint from whom he derives that 
power. To-day, two blind hoys, born 
blind, aged 13 and 14 years, led by their 
mother and sister, sons of Mr. Culourtsbn, 
a wealthy farmer near Halifax, N.S., 
arrived from the Norton blind asylum at 
Halifax. This evening a largo number of 
people, residents of Nashville, Tenn., 
arrived accompanied by their friends, 
and hastened to La Koy hill. The 
scenes in and about the Church are 
remarkable, and at least some of tho cureu 
effected arc little short of miraculous. It 
was discovered to-day that Ailolph Hepp, 
Father Mollinger's amanuensis and inter- 
preter, together with his brothers, Frank 
und John and Jacob Hook, have, for several 
days been extorting fees from the ufllicted, 
representing that they had great influence 
with the priest, One of tho Hepp brothers 
said by the plan they secured several hun- 
dred dollars a week. Father Mollinger 
makes no charge whatever for liis . 
services. His attention bus been directed 
to the scandal caused by tho actions of these 
young men, and it will be stopped and tho 
participants made to suffer. It is stated, 
thiB evening, that Father Mollinger had 
been summoned to Rome by the Pope. Ho 
leaves on Monday next. Tho purpose of 
the special cull is nut known, but tho know- 
ledge of his going hns created consternation 
among his patients.

Excavating.

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. THK FIREMEN'S TOURNAMENT. 

now Condneteil— Xuinbur of Eao»s— Whero the 
Tournament Will be Held. 

It has never been the fortuno of a number 
nf the citizens of Victoria to witness a lire- 
men's rournanvnt, and, in t he event of a 
meeting of the Northwestern Firemen's As- 
Eociiition, in this city, which is almost as- 
sured, a description of the proceedings will 
bo of interest. The promoters of the tour- 
nament propose to open the proceedings on 
Monday morning, Si pt. 28th, with a parade 
through the principal streets. It is intend- 
ed to br>°ng out the old hand engines, reels 
and trucks, and give the old volunteer fire- 
men the po;t of honor on the ropes of their 
"old machines." The now apparatus, dnwn 
by horses, will follow, and the visiting fire- 
men, with their racing reels, will parade in 
their racing suits. After luncheon, the first 
race will inlio place. This will he, mo-t 
likely, a wet te~t. Each team will run 700 
feet, in all ; . r >00 to hydrant ; lay '200 feet of 
hose, and uncouple and screw on pipe ; hose 
cart to carry not less than 300 feet of hose. 
Tinio is to be taken when the water leaves 
the pipe. The teams, each consisting of 
fifteen men, will run consecutively, And will 
he timed by throe official time-keepers. 
The parade and race will take up tho fust 
day. During the evening the meeting of the 
Association will he held and the visitors 
will be entertained. The second day will 
open with another hose race, the dry test. 
Twelve men, exclusive of the captain, will 
run 600 feet, 400 feet to hydrant, make 
coupling, lay 200 feet of hose j time to be 
called when pipe is on Tho championship 
nice, fifteen men in each team, comes next. 
The run in this race is IfiOyardsto hydrant, 
attach and lay 350 feet of hose, put on pipe, 
get water, take length of hose from cart, 
replace second length from hydrant and get 
water a second lime. Twelve teams com- 
peted in this race at the last tournament. 
The third day will he tuken up w ith the 
speed race and the election nf officers. The 
Colonist, of .Sept. 19th, 1SS9, contained a 
report of tho last tournament, and a short 
extract from its columns will show the in- 
terest taken by the people of Washington 
in the proceedings : "A vast assemblage 
witnessed the races, fully fifteen thousand 
lining Yakima Avenue, the upper side af- 
fording a natural grand stand. The parade 
was a g>'fl|l Bucerss." It is the intention 
to hold th™ races in the city, and a commit- 
tee will select the best streets for the pur- 
pose. 

CLAIRVOYANCE. 

Andrew Lnng in tho Illustrated London News. 

In a book, privately printed, a posthum- 
ous work, the late Mr. Leslie gives some 
very good examples of Zulu clairvoyance. 
Mr. Iy slie, a missionary, wyshtd to know 
what the fortunes of his lost companions 
were ; the Zulu clairvoyant saw them, and 
told correct y the story of their adventures. 
Sometimes a crystal ball is used ; sometimes, 
as in Egypt, the clairvoyant looks into a 
drop of ink, or, as among the Maoris, into a 
drop of blood. Hut one prefers vision which 
is ordinary, yet unthwarted by time and 
spice; there is something less artificial 
about it. Among Mrs. Sidgwi It's examples 
the following Seems to be the most interest- 
ing. First, as to tile evidence. The occur- 
rences were in 1803. An unnamed person, 
\V. 11. H., heard the tale from Mr. Wilmot, 
one of the persons concerned, wrote the 
story down, and had it corrected by Mr. 
Wilmot. In 1SS!) W. B. II. says that his 
version was prepared " several years ago." 
How many ate "several?" How very 
careless are these codtctors of evidence ! 
Let us Btnte " several, " at a guess, as seven 
years. This fixes the preparation of the 
manuscript in 1882. Now, tho events (if 
any) occurred in IS(!3. So here we have a 
gap of some twenty years between what oc- 
curred and its record. I am capab'e of be- 
lieving almost anything myself, but it is 
only sportsmanlike to point out this defect 
in the evidence, which has not escaped the 
observation of Mrs. Sidgwick. \N hat oc- 
curred, or rath r what the persons concern- 
ed now, after a number of years, believe to 
have occurrtd, was this : Mr. Wilmot left 
Liverpool for New York on October.'}, 180.'!. 
They had a terrible passage, saw neither 
star nor sun for rune days and nights On 
tho ninth night Mr. Wilmot dreamed that 
his w ife, who «u in America, came into his 
cabin in her nightdress, "hesitated a little," 
kissed him, and withdrew. When Mr. 
Wilmot woke, his cabin mate, a Mr. Tait, 
chaffed him on being visited by a lady but 
scantily attired and of affectionate disposi- 
tion Thrice did Mr. Tait aver that he had 
seen such a lady LS Mr. Wilmot had dream- 
ed of. Hut Mr Tait, unluckily, is dead, 
and cannot be called as a witness, even by 
the Psychical Society, in the present imper- 
fect slat 1 of our relations with the next 
world. This is, perhaps, the chief d. feet in 
the evidence. Well, Mr. Wilmot reached 
Watertown, Conn., where Mrs. Wilmot said 
to him, " Did you receive a visit from me a 
week ago, Tuesday?" meaning "on Tues- 
day." " A visit from you t " mid Mr. Wil- 
mot ; "we were more than a thousand miles 
at sea ! " Hut Mrs. Wilmot had dreamed 
she visited Mr. Wilmot's berth, at the very 
time when he dreamed of her, and when 
Mr. Tait, being awake, saw her in their 
cabin. She described how Mr. Tait, "a 
man in the upper berth," was awake and 
looked at her, and she gave a good account 
of the steamer. Finally, Miss Wilmot, who 
was on board ship with her brother, remem- 
bers that Mr. Tait asked her if she had 
visited Mr. Wilmot, and said he had seen 
some woman in white. Her letter is un- 
dated. 

This is a very remarkable story. There 
are two simple hypotheses — one is that Mr. 
and Mrs. and Miss Wilmot are all joking or 
all mystified ; the other is that some lady on 
board the ship did actually have this affec- 
tionate interview with Mr. Wilmot, that ho 
invented his dream, and that Mrs. Wilmot's 
dream — well, how are we to account tor 
that ? Even on this cynical theory, the 
coincidence is too startling, mid I suppose 
that nobody will hold the cynical theoiy. 
But, granting that all three witnesses arc 
hone l and accurate, and that in some 
tweii'y years imagination has played no 
put, has had no stroke in the battle — what 
folows? Why, to my bumble thinking, it 
fifows that Mrs. Wilmot's spiritual body, 
spoken < t by St. Paul, was actually present 
and visible in the shiji's cabin. It seems to 
be far from fcientific to aver that Mr. Tait, 
who was wide nwako, was, or could be, so 
impressed by Mr. Wilmot's mind as to see, 
with open eyes, what Mr. Wilmot was see- 
ing in a ill earn. Mr. Myers himself admits 
that a Briton, at least, cannot be hypnotised 
"without his full knowledge and consent.'' 
But, on the " telepathic " hypothesis, Mr.

A BY-LAW 

Appointing a StreetCommissioner 

BE IT ENACTED by tho Mayor and Alder- 
men of tho Co.-poration of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows : 

1. W. L. Lynn is hereby appointed Street 
Commissioner of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria. 

2. Tho duties of tho said Street Commissioner 
shall be to superintend all work connected with 
streets, sidewalks, steam drills, rock crusher, 
road roller, cleaning and surface drains, to in- 
spect all contract works, to glvo cellmates of 
works when called upon bo to do, to discharge 
incompotent workmen, to see that all Blreet-s 
opened up for gas pipes, poles, drains, or other 
pnrposos aro repaired and left in as good n 
condition nB before they were disturbed, and 
to furnish a monthly report to the Streots Com- 
mittee. 

3. Tho remuneration of tho said Commis- 
sioner shall bo one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars per month. 

4. Tho Raid Commissioner shall hold office fc r 
the period describrd and limited in and other- 
wise under and subject to tho provisions of 
sub-section 00 of the Municipal Act, 188.1. 

5. This by-law may bo cited as "The Streets 
Commissioner Appointment By-law."

A BY-LAW 

To authorize certain officials to borrow 
money to meet current expenditure. 

WHERE VR, by sub-section 133 of section 06, 
of tho "Municipal Act, 1S91," it is en- 
acted that tho Municipal Council of any city 
within tho Province of British Columbia bo 
authorized, under the conditions therein ex- 
pressed, to borrow from any parson each sum of 
money, and bearing such rate of interest, na 
may bo requisite to meet tho current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation, which becomes 
payable out o' tho annual revenuo before tho 
revenue for tho year becomes payablo by tho 
taxpayers. 

AND whereas, it is found necessary, in or- 
der to nnet the current legal expenditure of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria to bor- 
row tho sums of money hereinafter mentioned, 
In accordance with the provisions ( f Bald sub- 
section 133 of section 1)3 of said "Municipal 
Act, 1831." 

THEREFORE, be it enacted by the Mayor anil 
Aldermen rf the Corporation of Uid City of 
Victoria as follows : 

(II It shall be lawful for tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria to borrow from the Hank 
of British North America such sums ai may bo 
requisite to meet the current legal oxpendit ire 
of tho fuid Corporation, which becomes pay- 
ablo out of tho Municipal revenue, and the 
amounts so borrowed shall bo repayable and 
repaid on or before the 31st day of December, 
A. I)., 1801. out of the Municipal rovonuo for 
tho said year. 

121 The amounts so borrowctl8hn.il not oxcood 
in the whole the sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars ($200,000), and tho rate of interest pay- 
able thereon shall not exceed the ruto of six. 
percent per annum. 

(3) Tho obligation to bo given to tho said 
bank shall bo In writing, signed by the Mayor 
and tho Clerk of tho Mnnielpal Council of Lho 
said Corporation, and shall be in tho form of <v 
promissory note, and shall bear tho corporate 
seal of the said Corporation. 

(1) All agreements for advances heretofore 
made for said bank arc hereby confirmed. 

(.11 The Hank Credit By law, 1891, is hereby 
repealed. 

(0) This by-law may bo cited ns tho "Bank 
Credit Amendment By-law, 18M "

orators nnd advocates of the Farmers' Al- 
liance declare that a very largo part of the 
"great and prosperous " country, which the 
Pioneer Pross wants ua to join to get out of 
our difficulties, is in. It does appear to 
many thoughtful Canadian farmers that for 
them to join tliu United States would be 
indeed jumping out of I ho frying pan into 
the fire. It would he well for tho Pioneer 
Press tn give Canadians a reason for tho 
existence of the Farmers' Alliance, to show 
why it is Unit so many f irms in tho East- 
ern States huvo been abandoned by their 
cultivators, and to account for tho thou- 
sands of unemployed persons and of the 
many other thousands who aro working for 
starvation wages in the cities of its "great 
and prosperous country " before it invites 
Canadians to join ttio United States. 



NOT JUST YET. 

Tho St. Faul Pioneer Press pathetically 
»jks: What will become of Canada? We 
bog to assuro our Minnesota contemporary 
that Canada is all right. Its people are 
just now mourning the loss of an eminent 
statesman, in whom they had great faith 
and to whom they were deoply attached, 
but, though their grief is profound, they have 
lost neither heart nor hope. Canadians aro 
% self-ieliank people, and they belicvo in 
their coun cry. Thoy will.no doubt, miss 
Sir John Mucdonsld for a while, but they 
will go on working out their destiny as 
energetically and as hopefully as over. 

The Pioneer Press thinks that Canada is 
in a bad way, and that its prospects aro not 
good. Our contemporary believes that it 
needs reciprocity with tho United States, 
but this reciprocity it is not likely to get, 
so the only cure for it is annexation. If 
Canada joins the United States its prosper- 
ity will bo assurod. It will have the 
market of tho sixty-five millions, and will 
go ahead like a houso on fire. This is what 
it says : 

It will soon bo clear to the Canadians 
that theio is but one way out of the diffi- 
culties of their situation, and that is the 
broad and open way of annexation. . . . 
When it becomes apparent, as it soon 
must, to our Canadian neighbors, that 
the only way to make their country gretit 
and prospeious is to give it u partnership 
in the greatness and prosperity of the 
United States, the movement for annex- 
ation, supported by all substantial con- 
siderations of self interest, whatever other 
ob-tacles it may meet with, is not likely 
to find tiny formidable barrier in tho at- 
taclmv nt of tho Canadian people to the 
British Crown." 

If our American contemporary bad had 
its eyoi open during the last Canadian 
general election, it would have scon thut 
the attachment of tho Canadian people to 
tho British Ciown is still very strong 
indeed. So strong is it, that every Cana- 
dian public man, no nutter in what Pro- 
vince ho may live, knows that it is as 
much as his political life is worth openly 
to a vooato annexation. There was in 
tile-hut Parliament one andonly one.avowtd 
!*3inexaticn : "it. He wjs, at the gei oral elej- 
tions,rolegaed to private life by electors who 
are attached to the British Crown, and that 
too, w ion the question at is. ue was unre- 
stricted reciprocity, pure and simple. Our 
neighbor will find out, by and by, thatwhat 
it considers "substantial considerations of 
■self-interest" have not such great weight 
with the people of Canada as it imagines. 
Perhaps it would be more accurate to say 
that what Canadians regard as substantial 
considerations of se.f-intorest are not exact- 
ly what the Pioneer Pro-s looks upon as 
considerations of that character. 

Canadians are an observant pooplo, and 
they sometimes do a little thinking on their 
own account. A good many of them, too, 
read American newspapers. They find it 
difficult to reconcile the very fino stories 
they hear about the greatness and prosper- 
ity of the United States with tho accounts 
they read in tho American newspapers of 
the depopulation of New England States, 
the conditions of whoso existence aro very 
much like those of their om, and with tho 
pitiful stories they rend of the distress that 
•exists among the funning population of the 
Western and .Sou'.li-wostern States. If tho 
.United States is as prosperous, and as great 
at the annexationists tell us, and if the mar- 
■het <>f Bitty five millions is so advantageous 
±o its farmers, why are their farms, and 
their chattels, mortgaged for u 11 they are 
worth, und for more, in manyoises, than they 
ciin luing In the market, and why do not 
the fanners r,f the Eastern States stay on 
the land and i aiso crops to sell in this fine 
market? There. must, they conclude, be in 
that great and prosperous country a screw 
Inose H)ineMh< re, or tho farmers would not 
find it necessary to combine to got roliof 
from tho State, and would not listen lo 
what the Pioneer Press denouncos us wild 
and mischievous Echomos to oxtricato them 
•from the slough of debt and embarrassment 



THE PR EMI ERSHIP. 

The Toronto Globe seems to think that, 
beciuse tho Province of Ontario is not to 
giTe Canada its next Premier, it will occupy 
a position of secondary importance in Do- 
minion affairs. We cannot see how the 
circumstance of the Premier heitiL' tho re- 
presentative of a Province can alter its posi- 
tion, relative to the other Provinces, in tho 
least. The rank of a Province in the Con- 
federation depends upon something much 
nioio substantial than its giving the Do- 
minion its Premier. Wo do nut sec that 
Nova Scotia's position will be, in the slight- 
est degieo, altered, if Sir John Thompson 
or Sir Charles Tapper become tho first 
Minister. Is it to be supposed that Onta- 
rio's position will then lie secondary to that 
of Nova Scotia? The idea is absurd. It is 
evident that the question of the premier- 
ship cannot he Bottled on sectional grounds. 
In fact, sectionalism should not enter into 
its consideration at all. The Premier 
should bo the best man for the 
place, no matter where he conns from. 

If British Columbia s nt to Parliament a 
man of commanding talent, — a man born to 
be a leader, — does any one imagine that the 
accident of his residing in a distant and 
thinly peopled province would disqualify 
him from taking his proper place? Small 
politicians might possibly try to forco him 
to take a suboidinate position, but, if he was 
the man wo assume him to bo, he would get 
to the top in spite of all that the lillipuliati 
politicians could do to keep him down. The 
right man should bo put in the right place, 
regardless of where bo comes from ; and it is 
ce rtain, that, with respect to the Premiei ship, 
tho right man will, in the long run, get 
there by virtue of a force which small men 
will not be able to w ithstand. 

As to tho Premier's province getting moro 
than its due share of the good things thut 
aro going, the testimony of the Globe itself 
proves that there is little danger of its 
being unduly favored. The Globe's com- 
plaint has been all along that the 
Premier's province has been neglected, 
while provinces moro needy und moic im- 
portunate hive been favored. Ontario, it 
complains, has been made the "milch cow" 
for the smaller and poorer provinces. On- 
tario's representatives and Ontario's press 
have growled and grumbled becmse Quebec 
got more than its fair share of the i dices 
and appropriations. To be a French Cana- 
dian, they declared, was the Lest qualifica- 
tion for office, and littlo places in Quebec 
were ablo lo get more public money ex- 
pended in them than places in Ontario of 
more than twice their importance, Imbed 
to judge from the (Mol e's lamentation- , it 
was unfortunate for Ontario that the 
Premier was one of i's representatives, for 
he appeared to act us if ho considered tho 
claims of every other province preferable to 
tho-e of the one in which his constituency 
was situated. 

The Globe's grievance is obviously a man- 
ufactured one. It seems determined, iu the 
present crisis, to create trouble. It appears 
to think that ti appeal to sectional jeal- 
ousy and suspicion is the most effective way 
to create difficulties for the n xt administra- 
tion, and it is bound to get in i:s work 
early. Put we do not think thut its success 
of late y urs in manufacturing g'ie\e> ices and 
in stirring up strife has been so grout that 
the pat ty in power need ho at u II alarmed 
at its attempt to make mischief just now. 
The (ilobe's influence baa becomo a tradi- 
tion, and there does not seem much chance 
of its soon again becoming a reality.

It wis due to his name 
and to his fam'ly that the Synod should tes- 
tify to Lady Macdonuld their sense of her 
loss, and of the loss which the whole Domin- 
ion of Canada has sustained by his d oth. 
On motion of His Lordship, a coinmitlee 
was appoint-d to rliaw up a letter to be for- 
wa de I t-i Lady Mucdonald. 

The following letter of condolence was 
[ires nted by the committee appointed on 
Wednesday : 

"The members of the Anglican Synod of 
tbe Diocese of New Westminster, assembled 
under the presidency of the Lord Bishop, 
hereby t nder their sincere sympathy to 
Lady Mucdonald and the members of her 
family in their present iifflic ion ; feeljng, 
moreover, that their loss is a so a national 
anil Imperial one, as the Dominion i-. by the 
death of the light Hon. Sir John A. Mac 
donahl bereft of her most distinguished 
Btat-sman, the chhf founder of Uni eel 
Canada, and the Empire is d prived ol the 
patriotic service of a most able colonial 
administrator."

IRELAND'S EXPECTATIONS. 



Miehael Davitt, Irish Patriot, Talks 
at Leuffth on His Pet 
Theme. 



English Sympathy Assures the Suc- 
cess of the Home Rule 
Cause. 



Mr. Michael Davitt, who is sojourning 
in Victoria for a few days, spent yesterday 
in driving about the city and noting its 
growth ami improvement since his last visit 
in 1880. In tho morning, in company with 
Mr. Thomas Burnes, bo called on various 
old friends, and look a drive through tho 
business district. Litter, in company with 
bis wife and children, ho visited Esqui- 
mau, Beacon Hill, and various points of 
interest. 

He expressed pleasure anil surprise ut 
the growth of the city, and its rapitl pro- 
giess, and pronounced it to bo ope 
of the most charming .and delightful 
cities lie had ever visited. 

Dining a lengthy conversation, list even- 
ing, witn a reporter of the Colonist, he 
talked of Irish affairs and said that it 
would be but a short while before Ireland 
would realize her anticipations. 

"The people of Great Britain," said Mr 
Davitt, "have made up their minds lo con- 
cede home rule to Ireland, because it is not 
only just to that country, but advantage- 
ous to the Empire. There is no doubt but 
that Mr. OlatUtono will be returned with 
a majority at the next election, and will be 
able lo adopt sueh a policy for home rule 
as to solve the Anglo-Irish ditliailty within 
the next five yens." 

Referring to the Parnell episode he said: 
"What the people of (J teat Britain feared as 
the outcome nf the Parnell trouble wits, 
that the Irish people would prefer Parnell 
to the cause of Ireland and homo rule, and 
until the Kilkenny and Sligo elections 
assured tho people that Parnell's immorality 
was condemned by his countrymen, and 
that his claim to continuous leadership was 
repudiated by them, there was danger of 
the home title cau-c in Great Britain get- 
ting a serious set-back for a generation. 
Since those two elections, however, Mr. 
Gladstone's followers in Kngland, Wales 
and Scotland have shown in the by-elections 
that they are true us ever to the policy ol 
188(3, which is to give to Ireland home 
rule." 

•'Has Balfour's policy been of benefit to 
Irehin 1 V ' 

'The policy of Mr. Balfour was dictated 
solely for tho relief of Irish landlords in 
debt, although on its face it would 
appear as if bis land purchase bill 
was intended to benefit the Irish tenant 
farmers. It was, in rea'ity, a landlord's 
bill. In its operations it may givo tem- 
porary reiief in the way of abatement of 
troub.es to f torn 100,000 to 200,000 Irish 
tenants, but tit the same timo it ties them 
down to lixed payments for the next 49 
years. As the price of agricultural produce 
has been going down almost continuously 
for the la-t 10 years, and is certain to con- 
tinue to decline, in proportion as America, 
Canada, Australia and other countries send 
meat ami grain into the British market, the 
payments which the Irish tenants have to 
make, under the land purchase act, are cer- 
tain to bo a burden upon agricultural inter- 
ests in Ireland. The bill is cntire'y in the 
landlords' interests. Owing to the causes I 
have just outlined, tho values of land in Ire- 
land have materially declined, but under 
the act the tenants who desire to buy are 
compelled to pay an exorbitant price be- 
yond its real value." 

In answer to ti quo'tioti concerning the 
repeal of the Crimes Act, the Iri-h leader 
stated that the object that actuated the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland was tho desire 
to prepat e for the general eleciions, which 
come on next year. 

" The people of Great Britain," said he, 
are opposed to the coercion of Ireland. 
Balfour knows this, and knows that if his 
party should go before tbe people with a 
coercion policy towaids Ireland, it would 
tell against his Government; henco his re- 
solve to repeal the Act of 1887. There is 
no doubt but what Ireland has become 
quiet, and that agrtrian crimes have 
largely, if not entirely, disappeared, but 
that is owing largely to Mr. Gladstone's 
policy, rather than Balfour's coercion Act." 

" Ireland will get home rule. The vast 
majority of IriBh people have entire conli- 
d< nee iu the cood intentions of the English 
people. We believe that they lu.ve made 
up their minds now, to allow Ireland to 
govern itself, just as the Dominion of Cana- 
da and Austra ia arc governed, and this be- 
lief h >s had a pacifying effect upon the pop- 
ular mind in Ireland. There arc no mote 
loyal people to the lirilish Empire than the 
Irish. They do not want to leave the Brit- 
ish flag, ull they ask is the same liberty of 
self government, in their own affairs, that 
Kngland allows In r colonies. 

"I ihtnk lingand's policy, in the future, 
will he much more liberal than ever, and I 
think the day is not far distant, when, for 
instance, the Governor-General for Canada, 
wid be selected, by Her Majesty, from 
among the Canadian statesmen, instead of 
from among the Englbll nobility. I think 
that Sir George Stephen's elevation to the 
Peerage, as Loid Mount-Stephen, is, prob- 
ably, but a step towards making him Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada."

BURIED TREASURE 

Finding of a Quantity of Gold Hidden In 
fc South Carolina During the War. 

COLUMBIA, S. C, Juno 10.— Great excite- 
ment prevails umong the people of Ker- 
shaw over the Gliding of $163,000 in gold 
and other valuable treasure, which wero 
buried in that neighborhood 24 years ago, 
when Sherman's army was passing through 
South Carolina. The officer* of the dun- 
den bunk collected the money ami jewelry 
and brought it near Hanging Rook Creek, 
Kershaw, to bury it. They wero captured 
by Sherman's men and forced to give up 
their treasure. The soldiers, in turn, ap- 
pointed one of their own number, mimed 
Rhodes, to bury it. Among tho treasures 
was a gold pitcher presented by the ladies 
of Charleston to Calhoun on bis death-bed. 

A few days after Rhodes tai<l ho had 
buried the money near an old mill, a short 
distance frmn the mouth of Hanging Rock 
Creek, ho dictated a descriptive lotter for 
Col. Win. E. Johnson, of Camden. So, for 
the past 20 years, various parlies have been 
digging for the buried treasures, but with- 
out success. Last Friday night, however, 
it was secured by a Mr. Rhodos, brother of 
the man who buried it, and a Mr. Stewart, 
botli Northern men. 

The work of digging was done altogether 
in the niiiht time. These men were seen, 
on Friday, with a hulf-bnshel satchel, on u 
Btiek, across their shoulders. Several citi- 
zens of Kershaw have seen tho hole, from 
which the money was excavated. Rhodes 
and Stewart have disappeared.

DESTRUCTIVE FOREST FIRES. 

The Northern Part of New Brunswick being

— Forest fire3 
are still raging 11 the northern part of this 
Province. Houses, outbuildings and for- 
ests have been swept away, and over KJu 
miles of country has been devastated. From 
Moncton to Newcastle there have been con- 
tinuous fires. Farther north, the fires also 
rage. Half a dozen settlements have been 
destroyed, and more nrc threatened. At 
Kent Junction, tho telegraph operator's 
house has been burned. Near I'Yedi nekton, 
the country, for 10 miles, is in a blaze, ami 
farm houses and fences have been burned. 
The forests, in M illville and vicinity, are on 
fire, and much valuable timber bus been 
lost. Only heavy rains can stop the des- 
truction. 



COTTON MILL BURNED. 

An lram«nsn Structure in Philadelphia 
Mysteriously Set Afire. 

PHILADELPHIA, Juno 10.— The immense 
brick structure at Main and Green streets, 
known as Campbell's Mills, was discovered 
on lire at 10 o'clock this morning, and at 
the present time it looks us if the entire 
plant would be destroyed, Tho mill is a 
seven story building about 000 feet long by 
150 feet wide, devoted to the manufacture 
of cotton and woollen goods. It was oper- 
ated by Creanshaw & Loser, but has been 
closed for some time owing to a strike. 
The latest reports from the tiro state that 
the entire structure is doomed, loss l?2()0,-
